Senator Says Both 
Labor, Industry May, 
Accept Taft's Plans 


WASHINGTON GA— An influential 
senator said today a series of 
changes proposed by Sen. Taft 
(R-Ohio) in the Taft-Hartley labor! 
law have a good chance of being 
accepted by unions and industry. | 
Taft told newsmen some of his 
suggestions may win support of 
both labor and management. 
And 
Chairman 
H. 
Alexander; 
Smith (R-NJ) of the Senate Labor 
Committee told a reporter that all 
of Taft’s proposed amendments to 
the T-H law seemed to fall into 
an area in which both unions and 
industry can agree. 
Taft, GOP majority leader and 
principal author of the labor law 
bearing his name, dropped five 
bills into the Senate hopper yes­ 
terday proposing about 16 differ­ 
ent changes in the present law. 
Most of the proposals Taft had 
introduced 
before 
in 
Congress, 
without getting them enacted. 
Some of his main suggestions: \ 
(I) increase the members on the 
National Labor Relations Board 
(NLRB), which administers the 
labor law, from five to seven; (2) j 
completely separate the functions 
of the NLRB’s general counsel 
from the NLRB itself, and (3) 
make employers as well as union 
leaders file non-Communist affida­ 
vits before they can avail them­ 
selves of the NLRB. 
Generally speaking, the T-H law 
sets up a list of do’s and dont’s 
for employers and unions and gives 
the NLRB the power to enforce 
the rules whenever one side or the! 
other complains. 
Two of Taft’s suggested amend­ 
ments carry out pledges made by 
President Eisenhower during his 
election campaign.

A White House announcement 
said: 
“The committee wrill survey and 
I evaluate the government’s infor- 
I mation and related policies and 
! activities with particular reference 
to international ^relations and the 
national security.” 
It is a “psychological strategy 
board,” Jam es C Hagertv. White 
House press secretary, told 
re­ 
porters. 
The President, fighting a slight 
cold, canceled all but one appoint­ 
ment today. He planned to 
at­ 
tend a reception for 160 diplomatic 
representatives and their wives. 
Apart from that, he did not expect 
to leave his study, where he is 
working on the State of the Union 
message he will present to Con­ 
gress Monday. 
Hagerty 
described 
the

dent’s condition as “ a light case 
of sniffles” and said the cancel­ 
lations were for precautionary rea­ 
sons only. 
In appointing the strategy board. 
Eisenhower implemented one part 
of a plan of operations for the 
cold war that he outlined during 
his election campaign. Speaking 
in San Francisco Oct. 8, he said: 
“In cold war, we do not use 
an arsenal of arms and arm a­ 
ments.

Ike Has Full Cabinet, 
But Defense Chief*a 
Aides Still In Doubt 


WASHINGTON (JA — Charles K. 
Wilson won 77-6 confirmation by 
the Senate yesterday—along with 
some sharp advice on how to con­ 
duct himself in his new assign­ 
ment as secretary of defense. 
That action by the Senate gave 
President Eisenhower a full Cab­ 
inet but apparently left him some 
political problems. 
Wilson was approved, after a 
10-day controversy, by the votes 
of 47 of the Senate’s 48 Republi­ 
cans and 30 of 46 Democrats. 
Sen. Morse (Ind-Ore> and five 
Democrats—Johnston of South Car­ 
olina, Kilgore and Neely of West 
Virginia, Lehman of New York 
and Willis Smith of North Caro­ 
lina—voted against confirmation of 
the former General Motors presi­ 
dent. 
Wilson’s agreement to sell more 
than 2Vi million dollars worth of 
GM stock paved the 
way 
f o r 
his confirmation but it was caus­ 
ing trouble for two men he has 
proposed as Defense Department 
aides. 
They are Robert T. B. Stevens, 
named informally as Army secre­ 
tary, and Harold E. Talbott, named 
as air secretary.

Government By Bad Faith 


In rounding out the indictment of the Truman 
administration for government by bad faith, two 
counts must be included. 
One is last-minute tinkering with the index of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics to cause every 
union contract geared to the index to be opened 
for adjustments. Naturally, the adjustments will 
not be restricted to the problem of a new index. 
The other is the bad-faith record of the De­ 
partm ent of Justice in ths so-called oil-cartel 
cases. 
When Iran seized British oil properties in 
1951, a world crisis was precipitated. The at­ 
torney general of the United States (McGrath) 
told 19 oil companies they would be free from 
anti-trust action if they cooperated to minimize 
the crisis. 
A year later, 17 of the original 19 companies 
were still cooperating. The National Security 
Council wanted them to do this. The attorney 
general of the United States (McGranery) didn’t 
want them to. 
McGranery wanted to build up an anti-trust 
case against the oil companies. The Defense 
Departm ent wanted the oil companies to main­ 
tain the security of the United States. The oil 
companies were damned if they did and damned 
if they didn’t. 
Government by bad faith must be eliminated 
from Washington. 


Bi" Brother Never Dies 


’William L. Ryan. Associated Press expert on 
new’s about the Communist conspiracy, warns 
readers not to be surprised 
if 
it turns 
out 
later that Stalin has disappeared. 
He could be dead or in retirement, and the 
world would never know. Ryan suspects from 
the evidence of the latest purge in Russia and 
its satellite states that one or the other may 
have happened. 
For some reason or other, the high authority 
of the Communist party has ordered a blood­ 
letting. and the most obvious reason would be 
to get rid of potential trouble-makers before a 
new gang takes control of the party's machin­ 
ery. 
George Orwell, the British satirist, pointed 
out in his forecast of the evolution of the Com­ 
munist conspiracy, 
“ 1984,” that thought-con- 
trollers eventually would rule in the name of a 
non-existent 
personality 
k n o w n 
as 
“ Big 
Brother.” 
This shadow-dictator would pervade the lives 
of the serfs dependent on his will. He w’ould 
be as real as if he had substance and character, 
though in fact he w'ould be only the composite 
a u t h o r i ty of whatever group happened to be in 
charge of the conspiracy. 
So far, “ PUg Brother’s” influence has been 
that of dead Lenin plus live Stalin. From now 
on it m ay be that of two dead men plus live 
wires who know how’ to turn death to t h e i r 
advantage. 


The Eisenhower administration 
starts with a Cabinet that includes 
a number of businessmen of proved 
ability.

H o w e v e r , 
none of t h ese 
b u s i n essmen 
has been train­ 
ed in the polit­ 
ical 
operations 
George Sokolsky which are nor­ 
mal to American life. The difficul­ 
ties that C. E. Wilson encounter­ 
ed could have been avoided had he 
prepared himself to meet the type 
of questioning characteristic of a 
congressional committee. 
The law stands and 
he should 
have known it and been adequately 
prepared to meet it prior to his 
hearing before the Armed Services 
Committee. 
It is often difficult for a man 
w’ho has managed a super billion 
dollar concern to realize that once 
he accepts a government post, he 
is subordinate to a S12.500 a year 
member of Congress. If he cannot 
accept the stipulation, he will fail 
in whatever he undertakes in public 
life. 
I 
THE MORE effective a man has 
been in business, the more com­ 
petent he has been in management, 
the more difficulties he will face 
in government. And the reasons are 
so obvious that it is difficult to 
understand why the businessmen, 
who are usually so flexible, do not 
grasp the psychology of the situa­ 
tion. 
Ours is a representative republic, 
the core of authority being vested 
in Congress, which gets its power 
from the Constitution and from the 
people. It was never intended that 
Congress should be subordinate to 
the president or to his Cabinet. The 
Congress exists and functions by 
its owm right and expects to report 
back to the people, every two years 
for a representative and every six 
years for a senator. 
Therefore, a member 
of 
Con­ 
gress, in either house, is most con­ 
cerned w i t h public opinion and 
those w’ho have had considerable 
and prolonged tenure in Congress 
have developed great skill in as­ 
sessing public relations. Their m a­ 
jor concern is what the reactions 
to their conduct and their voting 
record will be in November, 1954. 


IT IS THIS longer view that con­ 
trols their present reactions to im­ 
mediate situations. Whereas 
the 


businessman may know about fi­ 
nance and production, the politician 
is likely to add into that equation 
the factor of public sentiment. For 
instance, the law that was passed 
to prevent dishonorable men from 
getting government jobs to feather 
their own 
nests 
and 
strengthen 
their companies does not apply to 
Mr. Wilson morally or psychologi­ 
cally, but two years from now. in 
a campaign, the issue may be that 
members of the Senate permitted 
violations of the law in the interest 
of big business. 
Such a campaign argument might 
be very telling. During the next 
two years, each of these cabinet 
officers and all the other top offi­ 
cials — some 600 of them — will 
have to appear before congression­ 
al committees to testify in favor of 
or against legislation, to explain 
the operations of their departments. 
to defend policies pursued 
This 
will be a 
novel 
experience 
for 
many of them. 
A congressional committee is not 
a board of directors. On such com­ 
mittees w’lll be not only the friendly 
Republicans ' but the antagonistic 
Democrats. 


THE SITTERS of this adminis­ 
tration will, in a measure, depend 
upon how effectively these men ap­ 
pear to the public in the circum­ 
stances of a congressional hearing. 
They will not be protected by ex­ 
pensive counsel and public rela­ 
tions men. They will not be per­ 
mitted to believe that a good job 
done is a criterion for courteous 
consideration. 
The Democrats will be working 
to win the campaigns of 
1954 and 
1956 and the Cabinet members and 
their associates w’ill have to be very 
fast on their feet, as it were, to 
make the grade. There will be no 
“ yes, sir!” attitude in a congres­ 
sional committee 
It is an advantage to this country 
that the top men of m anagement 
should transfer their services to the 
government. They can accomplish 
a great deal in developing efficient 
a n d 
competent 
administration. 
They can save the country billions 
of dollars. 


BUT THEY’ will have to learn to 
adjust their minds from business 
management to government man­ 
agement. which is altogether dif­ 
ferent. They are entitled to a grace 
of time to make such an adjust­ 
ment. And such an adjustment has 
to be made if the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration is to hold its popu­ 
larity with the people. For even as 
industry would say “ the customer 
is always right.” so, in politics, it 
is correct to say that the voters 
have the final say.

Legislative 
Battle Looms 


Plan To Drop Merit 
System Up In W. Va. 


CHARLESTON P— Another leg­ 
islative fight w^s foreseen today 
over a proposal to do away with 
the m ent system for Conservation 
Commission employes. 
Such a bill was defeated by one 
vote in the House of Delegates 
j two years ago. No similar bill has 
yet been introduced in the 51st 
Legislature, but a recommendation 
that the merit system (civil serv- 
f ice» be el.mmated in the Commis­ 
sion was announced yesterday by 
an interim committee 
The joint committee, set up by 
the 1951 Legislature to look into 
Conservation Commission practices 
and policies, said it was asking 
the appropriate Senate and House 
committee chairmen to draw up 
proposed legislation embodying its 
j recommendations,

The committee is headed by Sen 
Bowling (D-Greenbrier' and has as 
vice chairman Del Booth (D-Fay- 
ettei. They said a report embody­ 
ing the committee's recommenda­ 
tions after two years of study1 
would be ready for presentation to 
the Legislature in about two days. 
Other major recommendations in­ 
clude: 
Reducing the size of the Com­ 
mission’s administrative and cler­ 
ical staff by approximately 20 per 
cent. The committee said it felt 
this could be done without loss of 
efficiency. 
Provision for issuance of hunting 
and fishing licenses by other desig­ 
nated persons in the counties in 
addition to county clerks. 
Provision that receipts from li­ 
censes go into the state general 
revenue fund and be expended only 
by specific legislative appropria­ 
tion.
